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OLYMPIC TORCH JAMMED 

The arrival of the Olympic flame in Los Angeles on July 20 was 
marred by an unsportsmanlike attempt to destroy communications 
by premeditated, though unsuccessful malicious interference. The 
attempted jamming of the Torch Caravan 2. meter network was 
very well organized and was meant to hinder the ability of the torch 
stations to exchange information. 

The QRM, which lasted through Saturday the 21st, took the form 
of vulgar language, mouth sounds and pre-recorded original songs 
that glorify malicious interference. 


The jammers addressed the caravan members by their full 
names and followed them from repeater to repeater throughout the 
area. As one ham put it, ‘‘. . . it appeared as though the jammers 
had rehearsed their performance well in advance.” 

Jim Metzger (KA3HWD), who served as Net Control for both the 
first and last weeks of the run, told Westlink that nowhere during 
the 83 days that the caravan was on the road had they experienced 
the type of direct and deliberate interference as greeted them when 
they reached the Los Angeles area. 


Metzger also commented that his group had been forewarned to 
expect this problem in the L.A. area, based on previously publicly 
made threats from a number of area jammers. For this reason, a 
contingency plan had been set up several months earlier in which 
arrangements had been made to use the services of a number of 
private 450 MHz repeaters in Los Angeles while holding decoy 
communications over the two meter repeater system in use at the 
time (plus inter-vehicle 2 meter simplex). 


The very existence of the UHF radios in key caravan vehicles 
was kept secret, and tactical codes were used to order a frequency 
change. Metzger said that the pre-planning paid off handsomely, 
with the jamming attempt having no discernible impact on 
amateur communications for the run. The final score for the event 

was: Torch Run 1, Jammers 0.

Tom King, WB4ILH (305-848-8842), who was recently appointed 
frequency coordinator, continues as coordiantor for the 2m, 70cm, 
6m and 10 meter bands. Adam Wantuck, WA4QQR (305-752-7781), 
has been appointed coordinator for the 1 1/4 and 23cm bands, and 
will coordinate the 33cm (900 MHz) band as soon as the FCC 
authorizes operation in this band. The appointment of a secretary 
will be announced soon. 


At the meeting, the Council decided to adopt a new policy con- 
cerning 70cm (440 MHz) repeater assignments. Henceforth, all new 
assignments will be coordinated only as HIGH IN / LOW OUT with 
5 MHz offset in accordance with the ARRL Band Plan. Existing low 
in / high out system operators will be encouraged to change over as 
soon as is practical. It is anticipated that this conversion process 
will be complete within 5 years. 


The question of coordination and protection of Digipeaters will be 
addressed in the coming months, as will a number of knotty in- 
terference problems currently before the Council. 

The Florida Repeater Council intends to support and assist all 
repeater owners throughout the state. At the same time, the 
Council will strive to maintain the integrity of our repeater network 
by Working with operators of coordinated systems, the ARRL and 
the FCC, to insure compliance with the ARRL Band Plan, and with 
all applicable technical and regulatory standards.

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GUEST EDITORIAL 
DON’T FORGET ABOUT 10 METERS 
By John Mahagan, WB4JHS 

With the decline of sunspot activity depressing many DX’ers, 10 
meters is often thought of as the last place to be, especially if all of 
the published propagation charts are thought to be correct these 
days. But you might recall being told as a novice that often when a 
band seems closed it could be that nobody’s transmitting and 
making an effort to use the limited band openings that exist often. 

And answer to this is to monitor some of the several beacons 
operating worldwide. These operate from 24 hours a day to very 
sporadically. Writing the station will result usually in finding out its 
operating schedule, and may encourage its operation over longer 
hours or consistent schedules like weekends. Often monitoring that 
frequency with a beam will give you a good indication that your 
signa] will get back to that region. 

Typically, beacons send a brief recorded CW message including 
QTH and QSL information. Many times frequencies adjacent to 
beacons are excellent DX calling frequencies or DX ‘‘windows’’ 
when bands areopen. _ 

As some might recall, W6IRT in Hollywood, California ran his 7 
watt CW beacon continuously on 28.888 MHz for about 2 years and 
received lots of QSL’s worldwide from DX stations who regularly 
copied his QRP beacon. . 

For stateside stations, operating a beacon has been greatly 
simplified by the F.C.C. See sections 97.87 and 97.88 for the latest 
rules to comply with. No special authorization is needed! You 
mainly need to set up your station with part 97 regulations with a 
memory keyer and lower power would be recommended. Ground 
plane verticals like modified CB antennas are effective if mounted 
high, and beams can be used to target regions of interest. 

Enclosed is a list of some current 10 meter beacons to listen for. If 
any others are known on 10 or other bands, please notify WB4JHS at 
333-8-U.V.S. Gainesville, 32603, or the Editor. 

With some patience 10 meters can be an exciting DX band, and 
operating a beacon can lead to many a surprising QSL’s found in 
your mail box.

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THIEVES CAN STEAL TIME 
ON YOUR CORDLESS PHONE 
By Teresa Hoffman, Gannett News Service 

If you have a cordless telephone, the stranger in the car parked 
down the street may be placing a long-distance telephone call at 
your expense. 

That’s illegal, but victims don’t know they’ve been had until they 
see the telephone bill. 

The devices also allows strangers on similar units to listen to 
your conversations. That’s disconcerting, but not illegal. 

The Federal Communications Commission says that it has been 
receiving complaints about eavesdropping and pirating for the past 
two years, when the units gained popularity. 

The telephones, touted for freeing people from the restraints of 
cords, use radio airwaves instead of telephone wires to transmit 
conversations. But the small number of channels in existance 
means many of the telephones are on the same frequency, allowing 
some users to eavesdrop. 

Now, the only solution is to replace the unit with one of another 
frequency. And if another person close by has a cordless telephone 
with that same frequency, the new telephone is no solution. 

But the FCC said help is on the way. 

“By fall (which fall) we’ll add new frequencies and channels to 
overcome the problem,’”’ said William Von Alven, manager of 
FCC’s telephone equipment registration program. ‘‘There will be 
less chance of interfering.” 

Ten channels are now used by the FCC, but it takes two channels 
to make a cordless telephone work. That leaves only five different 
combinations of frequencies. By fall, however, FCC will double 
the number of channels and lessen the chance of interference. 

Some complaints involve charging long-distance calls to another 
number, Von Alven said. Someone with a cordless unit will drive up 
and down a street with his unit turned on until he picks up the dial 
tone of another cordless telephone on the same frequency. He can 
make calls within the range, and the person who owns the base unit 
will be charged.

As you can see by the above, there is plenty of space for everyone 
if the Band Plan is properly used. There are 32 Simplex frequencies 
available for ‘FM’ which are spaced 20 to 30 KHz apart in order to 
minimize adjacent frequency interference. Besides the 
aforementioned 35 Simplex frequencies the CW, SSB and Satellite 
portions contain hundreds of frequencies available for Simplex 
operation which in the proper mode (CW, SSB). 


One of the main questions asked by un-knowing Amateurs is, “I 
never hear anybody of CW, SSB or any Satellites!’’ In order to 
listen on these frequencies you will need horizontally polarized 
antennas for CW and SSB, and radios capable and sensitive enough 
to receive the weak signals. On the Satellite portion you will again 
need circulary polarized antennas capable of being rotated both in 
azimuth and elevation, as well as a sensitive receiver capable of 
receiving CW and SSB. 


Please be advised that all the Simplex Autopatches that are being 
placed on the 2 Meter Band are illegal unless a UHF control link is 
used. If you hear someone activating or deactivating a Simpatch on 
this band through the use of touchtones the operation is illegal! !

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WHY TRAFFIC HANDLING? 
By Ed Hall, AF3S 

I got my start in Ham Radio 7 years ago, and like all new Hams, 
spent most of my time seeking out DX stations. After a few years I 
got tired of that, and a combination of that and lack of space/money 
caused me to become inactive for a few years. At that time I was 
aware that traffic handling existed (had even checked into a net 
once, by mistake), and was aware of the Brass Pounders’ League, 
and that was about my total knowledge of traffic handling. Had 
anyone told me then that I would become very involved in traffic 
handling I think I would have questioned his sanity. That stuff sure 
wasn’t for me. ips 

Last Summer I bought a used two-meter rig, joined one of the 
local clubs, and prepared for a joyous re-entry into this fine hobby. 
The euphoria lasted about two weeks. I found few people to talk to, 
even fewer I had anything in common with. I was ready to chuck 
the rig into the pond I usually reserve for bowling balls that come 
into disfavor. One night I happened to be listening to the Motorola 
repeater, 146.19/79, when this strange group of people started 
talking. It didn’t take long for me, even in my normally-dense after- 
work slump, to realize that this was indeed a traffic net (and I 
thought all traffic was handled on the low bands on a long-distance 
basis!) Well, I was getting a little desperate, so what the heck, I 
checked in, and was I surprised at the warm welcome I got! Before 
I knew what was happening I found my help enlisted as a net 
control station for Friday nights. More importantly, I had found a 
really friendly bunch of Hams, and was having a great time 
checking in most evenings. ie 

One night I happened to arrive at a net member’s home (to ge 
applications for ARES and RACES, no less) when he was busy 
checking into QFN, the all-Florida CW traffic net. Well. I’ve been a 
CW nut since I got into the hobby, and I found myself suddenly 
looking up to this guy like he was some sort of a God. I resolved then 
that someday I would try checking in to this net myself. Un- 
fortunately, my layoff from CW had taken its toll on my speed, and 
it was six months before I could muster up enough courage to try 
even checking in to the slow CW net. It was less than a week after 
doing that that I mustered up all the courage I could and checked in 
(very tentatively) to QFN. Surprise, I got another warm welcome. 
Within a couple of weeks I was starting to pass a few pieces of 
traffic from the local net to QFN. That was last February. The bug 
hit hard then, so hard that in March my traffic count was 300, 
mostly passing traffic from the local net to QFN (thanks to the 
Dade County Youth Fair). 

I’m still new at this, but now I’m also net manager and NCS for 
QFNS, the slow net, and have qualifiéd for membership in all three 
evening CW nets. There are still more goals. I must follow my new 
Gods and check into the region nets; who knows, maybe someday 
even TCC, the Transcontinental Corps. But whatever, I’m hooked, 
and having a ball. 

Why? I haven’t changed much since I became a Ham, and cer- 
tainly the nets haven’t changed either. What aspect of traffic 
handling has me in its grasp? It’s not easy being as involved as I 
now am. There is a commitment to be ina certain place at a certain 
time, not every night, but often enough. Why do I do it? I know part 
of it is the friendly people I meet. I have more Ham friends now 
than I ever did before, but that’s not enough of a reason. There 
certainly has to be more. Is it the feeling I get when I have helped 
someone out by helping to pass his message? Is it the feeling of 
accomplishment I get when I’ve done my job right? Perhaps the 
knowledge that in four short months my CW has improved 
dramatically? The recognition I get from having my call published 
in the Public Service Honor Roll in QST each month? The feeling of 
being needed and appreciated? Most likely a combination of all 
these things. Whatever it is, I’m hooked good, and can’t stop. 

Perhaps there are others out there who, like me, are losing in- 
terest in the hobby, finding it getting stale. Some new aspect of the 
hobby is in order for you. This is a hobby with so many facets that 
no one can touch on all of them. Traffic handling may not turn out to 
be the particular aspect that winds up turning you on again, but 
don’t decide that before trying it out. There are lots of nets around, 


from two-meter local nets, to low band sideband nets, to CW nets, 
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even RTTY nets, meeting at all times of the day and evening; all 
sorts of frequencies, all kinds of coverages. Every net I’ve tried has 
been friendly and helpful, a pleasure to check in to. Give it a try. 
This magazine lists many of the nets; there are even more here in 
Florida. I'd be happy to send you a net directory, which not only 
lists most of the nets in North America, but also is loaded with 
information on traffic handling, how to check in to a net, how to 
send messages, and lots more. Pick your net, and give it a try. Here 
in Southeast Florida I’d recommend the Southeast Florida Traffic 
Net, meeting on the Motorola repeater, 146.19/79 at 6:30 P.M. daily. 
It has its counterparts all over the state. Here you can get a start, 
meet the locals, and branch out as the spirit moves you. 

Traffic Handling. It’s fun as well aS rewarding. Give it a try, but 
beware, it can be habit-forming.

SELF REGULATION 

The policing of amateur spectrum is just one of the duties that 
will be turned over to the amateur community as a result of an 
agreement recently worked out between the FCC’s Field 
Operations Bureau and the ARRL’s Communications Department. 

Under the pact, the League agrees to create and develop an 
amateur auxiliary to the FOB made up of a cadre of volunteers. 
They will be trained to independently handle many of the amateur 
radio-related items now under the control of the Bureau. The 
volunteers will devise and put into effect a means to: 1) foster a 
better knowledge of the Rules, 2) handle the monitoring of the 
bands for the purpose of noting rules violations, and 3) undertake 
other duties as the need arises. 

The ARRL hopes to have the new program in place and operating 
by September. Individuals interested in volunteering their time can 
contact John Lindholm, W1XX, at ARRL Headquarters while 
organizations wishing to participate should write to W. Elliott Ours, 
FCC Field Operations Bureau, Room 744, 1919 ‘‘M”’ Street, N.W.., 
Washington, DC 20554.

Navy Ensign in flight training recently reported to us from 
Pensacola that he had knocked off the unusual grade of “Ex- 
cellent” in ‘‘UHF Communications,’’ meaning communication be- 
tween a Naval Aviator and other flyers and with ground facilities. 
The Flight instructor’s report said, ‘‘Student responded properly to 
100% of radio calls and exercised proper format and discipline.”’ 

Responded properly to one hundred percent of radio calls? On his 
second flight? While involved in all the other operations associated 
with moving safely from Point X to Point C without banging into 
Point B on the way? This means he was able to communicate 
almost automatically, always giving primary attention to 
something else which outranked communication in priority. How 
come? 

“Tt was that year or two with Army MARS back in my high school 
days,”’ he said. ‘‘The Army MARS gang brought my procedure up 
to the point where it was practically second nature back then, and I 
can call it back up any time I want, like a program waiting in a 
computer’s memory — will be able to do it for the rest of my life.”’

The future of the amateur 1-1/4 meter band is now even more 
clouded than before with another petition requesting its 
reallocation to other services. The Land Mobile Communication 
Council petition, reported on in WLR 423, has been assigned the 
designation RM-4829. . 

Now, Sideband Technology Corporation, a leading manufacturer 
of amplitude companded SSB equipment, has filed a rule making 
request for the same spectrum. Designated RM-4831, the request 
asks for expedited allocation of 216 through 222 MHz for the in- 
troduction of this newly developed narrow band technology into the 
Land Mobile Service. Both petitions carry a commentary cutoff 
date of August 29, with reply comments due September 13.
